PEACE 


Bafon Fava Recalled from His Post 
at Washington. 


Negotiations Regarding the Mafia Af- 
fair Broken Abruptly.

WASHINGTON, March 531.—[By the 
Associated Press.) With an official 
note today Baron Fava, the Italian 
minister, nas declared to che Secretary 
of State that the United States Gov- 
ernment not having given assurances 
that the murderers of [talian subjects, 
acquitted by American magistrates 
and murdered in prison while under 
the immediate protection of the au- 
thorities of New Orieans, would be 
brought to justice, the ltalian govern- 
ment bas found itself under the very 
painful necessity of showing openly 
its dissatisfaction by recalling its min- 
ister from a country where the Ltalian 
representative is unable to obtain 
justice. The bafon will soon leave 
the United States, leaving the Secre- 
tarv of Legation in charge of current 
affairs. 

CAME LIKE A THUNDERCLAP. 

This actiou by the Italian govern- 
ment caused the deepest surprise in 
official circles here when the fact be- 
came known. It had been generally 
supposed that the Italian govern ment 
wou.d at least awnit tse action of the 
New Orleans grand jury, which is 
charged with the investigation of the 
bloody episode in the New Orleans 
jail. It appears, bowever, that the 
information received from its repre- 
sentatives must have led the govern- 
ment to the conclusion that the grand 
jury investigation would fail to result 
in the punishment or even indictment 
of any person connected with the kill- 
ing of the Italians. The letter of Gov. 
Nichols, in repl-‘o Seeratary Blaine, 
was also, it is thought, regarded as 
evasive of the real point at iasue. 
Reparation for the alleged wrong, 
and the  Governor’s assurances 
that further bloodshed would not fol- 
low, unaccompanied by any excuse for 
the failure of the State or municipal 
authorities to take precautions to pre- 
vent the Kiliing were, it was said, re- 
garded by the [tal.an government with 
extreme dissatisiaction. It appeared 


that the United States Government 
had exhausted its resources. 


CAUSE OF THE BREAK. 

The relatious between the National 
Government and governments of 
States were so fixed by the American 
Constitution that when the Italian 
minister, obeying (he commands of his 
government, sought for someé assur- 


ances that the persons concerned 
in the killing of its subjects 
would be punished, it was not 


possible for the (eueral Government 
to give any definite assurances of the 
kiud. It could and did point to the 
fact that the grand jury was the 
American provision for culling before 
the bar of justice persons who had 
violated the lawofthe land. Lut this 
particular grand jury was called to- 
gether under the laws of the sovereign 
State of Louisiana, and whether or 
notit would punish according to the 
Italian idea of justice was something 
that no national official, from tue 
President down, could guarantee, and 
the Italian government was not satis- 
fied with such views, With the rela- 
tions between State and national ygov- 
erumenis and the peculiarities of 
our coustitutional system of gor- 
ernment, it said there was noth- 
ing to do; but it was necessary 
according to its views that Itahan citi- 
zens in foreign countries ghuuid be 
accredited the fuil measure of protec- 
tion tixed by the laws of these coun- 
tries. Here was acase where, accord- 
ing to the statement of the minister, 
Italian subjects had been arrested on 
a Charge of crime and acquitted by an 
American jury according to the torm 
of the American law. ‘These men 
were decided innocent by a judicial 
tribunal and had been: slain by an 
angry people. The Italian govern- 
ment could not zo behind the verdict of 
the Americah court, and notwiths‘and- 
ing 1t was stated in some quarters 
that the men were really guiltv of as- 
sassination and bad been acquitted by 
means of bribery, in the eye of the 
Italian government they were in- 
nocent Italian subjecis. In their 
violent killing the Italian 
had been outraged und in- 
sulted. The National Government 
of the United States had, as stated, 
failed to give any delinite assurance 
that reparation would be made, ‘Lhere 
was but one course, and that was taken 
tuday, when the [iaiian minister noti- 
fied Secretary Biaine that he had beén 
recailed because his government was 
dissatisfied with the unegotiations. 
This is the Italian view of the matter.

TALK AT New ORLEANS. 


Attorney-General Rogers’s Opinion 
Peopie Much Excited. | 

New ORLEANS, March 31.—[ By the 
Associated Press.}] An Axzsuciated 
Press reporter called upon Attorney-

Judge Rogers did 
not care to discuss the signilicanuce of 
the recall of Barun Fava or the likeli- 
hood of hostilities.

Nichols, but 
was Informed thatthe Governor was 
ill and could see no one. 

Tue news of the recall of the Italian 
minister when received was promptly 
posted on the builetiun boards and 
printed in newspaper extras.

He Is Fully Identified as the 
Lone Highwayman. . 


CAPT. 


The Retort Gold Found in His Pos- 
session Fixesthe Weaverville 
Robbery on Him 
yond Doubt. 


There now exists not the slichtest doubt 
but that Henry Miller, who is in the Los 
Angeles County Jail, is the masked man 
whio, single-handed, held up and robbed the 
stage running between Kedding and Wea- 


verville, this State, on the evening of the 
19th day of last month. 

This fact was settled beyond any question 
yesterday afternoon by Capt, J. N. Thacker 
of Wells-Fargo’s detective force, who posi- 
tively identified the retort gold which was 
found upon Miller’s person at the time of 
bis capture in this city, a8 the gold which 
was taken from the express box by the rob- 
Thecker arrival in the city from 
San Francisco yesterday morning at 7:20. 
He came down especially for the purvose of 
identitying Miller and establishing the fact 
that be was the man who did the Weaver- 
ville job, if all the facts warranted the be- 


“Owing to the fact that Marshal Gard was 
out of the city and did not return until noon 
no interview occurred between Miller and 
Capt. Thacker until 2p.m. Atthat bourhe 
was brought duwn from the County Jail to 
the marshal’s office. 

For two bours he was closeted with Mar- 
shai Gard and Capt. Thacker. He was very 
reluctant to make any statement and 
avoided talking to the officers as much as be 
possibly could 

The vetort gold found upon Miller when 
he was captu was shown to Capt, 
Thacker. Every piece of the shining 
metai was by him positively identified as 
having been taken outof the express box 
on the 19:.h of March. 

Arraugements had been made to photo- 
graph Miller unawares, while be was in the 
marshal’s office. A photographing appa- 
ratus bad beew brought up and placed in the 
office. When Miller was not watching, the 
Cawera was turned upon him. Soap! He 
was taken before he knew it, 

This made bim Very mad. Butit was 
useiess to protest. He had been very clev- 
erly beguiled and his objections counted for 
naught. 

Capt. Thacker was seen by a representa- 
tive of Tue ‘limes after his interview with 
Miller. 

Tbe Captain was feeling quite jubilant 
over the c.pture of Miller, tur which he 
stated that Marshal Gard and his deputies 
were entitied to great credit. 

is now no doubt,” said the Cav- 
tain. “Miller is the Black Bart whorobbed 
the Weaverville stage. Notoniy this. He 
isone of tne most d.ngerous and daring 
stage rubbers who have infested the Pacific 
slope for the past teu years. 1 myseif bave 
knoww him for the last five years or 80. 
‘The only safe place fur such a man as him 
is beviud the bars.

This was only a 
decvy, however, tor Miller is an adept. v 
one kuows better Low to torce ove ut Wolis- 
Fargo’s strong bu xes than he. 

‘tbe masks which we found were identi- 
cally like those used by the parties who held 
up the Santa Barbara and Ventura st ges 
in 1890. Miiler was noparty to those rub- 
beries, however, as he was at that time in 
jail. ‘This dues prove, tomy mind theugh, 
that be belongs to a gang whu have syste- 
matically robbed stages in this State for 
years pist. 

“I knew Miller first about four years ago 
at Florence, Ar z. About that time several 
clever stage robberies were committed in 
that vicinity. ‘hey were charged up to 
him but we could find no evidence upon 
Which t» hold him until the Casa Grade 
alfuir. Now lthink that he isin the toils 
in such a way that it will be very difficult 
for to extricate himself.” 

Milier himself admits that the officers 
have hii in the hole, and he is really de- 

batipg What todo, His examination will 
come Up Saturday next before Commis- 
sio.er Van Dyke on a charge of robbing 
the mail at Casa Grande in 188% Dr. J. M.

FELL FROM A TRAIN, 


A Southern Pacific Brakeman Killed 
Near Alhambra, 

R. J. Lindsey, a brakeman in the employ 
of the Southerh Pacific Railroad, was killed 
by falling from a freight train near Aiham- 
bra about 8 o’clock yesterday morning. 
Lindsey left this city about 1 o’clock ‘lues- 
day morning on freight train No. At 
Alhambra there was a loaded car to pick 
up, and a stop of some minutes was made. 
After taking on the cir, Lindsey asked the 
conductor What work tbere was to do at 
Pomona, the next stopping place, and as 
the train started up was seen by the con- 


ductor to climb on top of acar about mid-- 


way the train and start tothe rear. ‘lhe con- 
ductor got into the cab ose, and the train 
moved off. When Pomena was reached 
Lindsey was missing, and after satisfying 
himself that he was nowhere about the train, 
the conductor took the engine and cabodse 
and started back to search for him. Abeut 
aquarter of a mile east of Alhambra, the 
dead body of Lindsey was tound lying close 
by the side of the track. He had evidently 
been instantly killed by the fall, and, after 

icking up the bat and some small afticles 
ying ciose by, the body was brought to the 
city «nd taken tothe undertaking rvoms of 
Orr & Sutch, on Spring street, where Coro- 
ner Weidvn beid an inquest during the aft- 
ernoon. 

The inquest brought out no new facts as 
to the cause of death. The conductor testi- 
fied to having seem Lindsey climb on top of 
the cars at Alhambra, at his being missed 
at Pomona and the findingof the body. He 
said that Lindsey was a very careful man, 
steady and reliable, and that he had never 
krown of him drinking since he had been 
in the employ of the company. The track

From the fact tht Linusey was known as

The alarming report of the imprison- 
ment, as hostages, of American citizens 
in Italy is not contirmed. 

So important an action as the recall 
of the Italian representative in this 
country is explicable only on the sup- 
position that the Italian government 
must have misunderstood some step 


bave been goiug forward between the 
two countries during the past fort- 
night. It is suggested that the letter ; 
from Gov. Nichols toSecretary Biaine, 
a copy of which was sent to Baron 
Fava, and which will be remembered 
as a rather /riusyue-document, is the 
cause: of the trouble: It is supposed 
that the minister accepted this letter 
from the Governor of Louisiana to the 


of the United States Government, and 
sent it, in that character, to 
Rome. It is only in some such 
manner as this that we can attempt to 
explain the sudden adoption of so grave 
astep, atatime when investigations 
are sll under way and Italy appar- 
ently perfectly content to await the 
outcome. The correspondent of the 
London times at Rome telegraphed as 
follows to his paper, under date of Sat- 
urday last: ; 


_The excitement caused by the lynching at 
New Orleans has completety subsided. ‘The 
goverument fully appreciates the dilliculties 
under which the American Government la- 
bors, and it is not likely. any pressure will 


convinced the American Gevernment wil! 
readily make the compensation which jus- 
tice demands. Public opinion goes to show 
that no sympathy for the iynched Mafia is 
manifested. Many Italians say it would be 
well if other members of the Matia were 
treated in the same way.

Constitution, between the Federal 
Government and the several States. 
As a Nation, we make treaties with 
foreign powers,guaranteeing protection 
totheir subjects in this country. - As 
sovereign States, we may commit out- 
rages upon foreigners and the National 
Government is powerless to enforce 
punishment for illegal acts committed. 
The Italian government asked of the 
United States an assurance that the 
perpetrators of the illegal—even 
though, uoder the circumstances, 
apparently justifiable—massacre in 
New Orleans shoulda be pun- 
ished. The United States was 
unable to give any such guarantee, 
but forwarded to the minister Gov. 
Nicboll’s leiter, which, being writtea 
With due regard to the excited public 
feeling in New Orleans, was naturally 
Dot very satisfactory from the stand- 
point of Italian diplomacy. Let us 
suppose, for instance, that American 
citizens had been outraged in Palermo. 
and upon demanding redress of the 
Italian government, the United States 
authorities were to be referred to the! 
Governor of Sicily. What should we 
think about it? 

Somuch for thg@italian side of the 
case. On the other hand, Italy had no 
excuse ‘or the extraordinarily hasty 
action which she has taken. In the 
first place, it has been shown that only 
three of the men slain were not citizens 
of the United States, and there appears 
to be even some Woubt ih regard to 
them. Then, we do not yet know that 
these men were not outlaws from their 
own country, as many of the Mafia are. 
Would Italy seek to go to war for 
them in thatcase? Would the United 
States not rather have a Claim against 
Italy for dumpiug such criminals on 
ourshores’ Yet again, the massacre 
is being investigated by the grand 
jury at New Orleaus, the properly-con- 
stituted and regularly-recognized tri- 
bunal for the examination of such 
cases. .Surely, the result of this inves- 
tigation should have baen awaited. It 
may be said that, in view of the condi- 


there is littie chance that punishment 
will be dealt out to the slayers of the 
Italians. ‘But the Italian government 
is not supposed to kupw thie—to jump 
at conclusions. It*hasty action in the 
premises sets it most indubitably in 
the wrong, whatever its position may 
have previous!y been. 

Leé it not be forgotten that this is 
no ordinary case of unprovoked cut- 
rage upon subjects of a foreign power, 
such as was the massacre of Chinese in 
Wyoming. An American officer of tht 
peace been assassinated in 
@ most cowardly manner by members 
of a secret society of foreign cut- 
throats, which society is despised and 
detested throughout Europe, and not 
less in Italy than elsewhere. ‘These 
men are thieves, thugs and assa8sins— 
social outcasts, many of whom can 
mever return to their native country, 
and whose deportation to the United 
States is a just cause of complaint. 


These men were given every opportu- 


tice lamentably failed to do its work, 
can the people of New Orleans be 
blamed for taking the law into their’ 
own hands? That their act was illegal 
cannot, of course, be denied, but how 
about the actions of the Mafia, not 
only in slaying Hennessy, but before 
and since? In view of such great 
provocation; in view of the fact that 
the men who were killed were outcasts 
from society, might it not have been 
expected that the Italian government 
would at least have waited until legal 
methods of procedure had been ex- 
hausted, as the men of New Orieans 
did? 

There is another cause which may 
bave contributed to this unexpected 
action on the part of Italy. The Ital- 
ian government has iately gone through 
an internal revolution resulting in the 
downfall of Crispi, the premier, The 
new ministry may be seeking to make 
itself solid with the people, by adopt- 
ing a jingo policy with a nation which 
they believe is not prepared.to meet 
the third naval power of the world. 
But the United States has nothing to 
do with Italy’s iuternal affairs. An 
affront is an affront. Wedo not seek 
a war, but we shall certainly not shun 
it when our national honor is at stake. 
We are quite aware of our inferiority 
to Italy as a naval power, buéc torpedoes 
go a long way now-a-days to counteract 
the superior ponderosity of monster 
iron-clads. Italy can get all the fight 
she wants out of the United States; 
but what a satire on the _80- 
called aye civilization it Would 
beto see two great Christian nations 
tearipg each other to pieces on account 
of ahandful of worthless assassins! 
We-still believe that a way-out of the 
difficulty will be found, with honor to 
both mations. At present Italy has 
clearly placed herself in the wrong. 

Be the outcome of this complication 
what it may, there are three import- 
ant questions which it will bring prom- 
inently tothe front, and which must 
be taken up and solved. First, the 
question of Staté rights in interna- 
tional matters of this description; 
second, the question of coast defenses 
and the construction of a fleet com- 
mensurate with the importance and 
dignity of the republic; and third, the 
question of restricting the immigra- 
tion to this country of the scum of 
Europe. Should the present trouble 
with Italy lead to the satisfactory set- 
tlement of these three questions, it 
will prove to be a blessing in disguise. 


STATE DIVISION. 


[tappears to us malapropos and idle 
for the Herald to attempt a revival of 
the agitation of the question of State 
division. It is apparently determined 
on the hopeless task of trying to make 
a live issue of adead one, notwith- 
Standing its recent statement to the 
effect thatit “does not claim that the 
conditions for an agitation for State 
division exist here just now.’’ We 
quoted these words approvingly, but 
our quotation does not appear to 
please the Herald, which now labors 
to show that it did not mean all that it 
Said. 

There is one phase of the question 
which we desire to set right, as the 
Herald evidently has a misconception 
in regard to the facts. The attitude of 
Tue TIMES on the question of State 
division does not date from the period 
of the late gubernatorial campaign, nor 
are we influenced in our opinion on the 
subject by any promises that may have 
been made in connection with the elec- 
tion of Gov. Markham. Our objec- 
tions to State division long ante-date 
thacevent, and are founded on the 
facts of the case, totally apart from 
any incidental political issues that nia 
have become attached thereto. We 
judge the question purely on its merits 
from a Seuthern California standpoint. 
We feel confident—once more quoting 
the Herald—that the conditions for an 
agitation for State division do not ex- 
ist here just now. That such condi- 
tions may possibly arise in the future 
we have never denied. At present all 
such discussion is premature, useless 
and damaging toour best interests. 


We do not. believe that ever 
a respectable -minority of the solid 
citizens of - California 


favor division. Even if they did, the 
Constitution of the United States for- 
bids the formatién of a new State out 
of an old one without the consent of 
the latter. Our contemporary is forced 
to admit that this is a real difficulty, 
but auirily says that we may get the 
people of the North to givé their con- 
sent “if the matter is handled skill- 
fully.” How this skillful handling is 
to be effected we must confess we are 
ata loss to understand, unless a sufi- 
cient number of votes were purchased 
outright—a course which our contem 
porary would certainly not counte- 
nance, even supposing we could af- 
ford it. 
There is ne general demand for 
State division among citizens of this 
end of the State; .there is no crying 


between this country and Italy, a 


power will be found interesting. 
The regular army of Italy, according 
to latest available statistics, consists 
of 255,488 men. Ona war footing, this 
can at once be iaised to the enormous 
number of 2,765,373 men. The annual 
cost of this army is about $55,000,000, 
or $1.80 per head of population. 
The American army seems very small 
in comparison, consisting of 25,000 men 
on a peace footing, or 106,500 men, in- 
@uding the National Guard. As we 
have already seen, however, this coun- 
rycansummon a powerful army to 
the defense of the flag within a very 
short time. The cogt of the American 
army, per capita of population, is 73 
cents, which, in comparison with that 
of Italy, is very high. 

As a naval power, Italy .takes third 
rank among the nations of the world, 
and for the highest types of vessels it 
can show the equal of any that En- 
giand has put into the water. Late 
statistics credit the Italian navy with 
122 vessels, exclusive of torpedo boats. 
This, however, includes transports, 
school ships, dispatch boats,etc. The 
vessels are manned by 12,748 men and 
maintained at an annual cost of $23,- 
932,000. 

‘Lhe United States had, at a recent 
date, almost as many vessels afloat as 
Italy—including everything except tor- 
pedo boats—there being 109, manned 
by 12,114 men. The annual cost of our 
navy is over $25,000,000, or more than 
that of Italy. When it comes to the 
question of armament, however, there 
is no comparxison whatever. It is only 
within the pasttwo or three years that 
we have launched a few vessels that 
could cope, on an equal footing, with 
the second-class vessels of the Italian 
navy. 

The following further particulars in 
regard to the Italian fleet are from the 
San Francisco Examiner of the 15th 
ult.: 


The Italia and the Lepanto stood from 
1883 ti recently as the largest warships 
afloat, and now are surpassed only slightiy 
by three English ships, and today the 
Italian navy carries more guns of elghty 
tons and over than that of any other nation, 

The Italia and Lepanto are of 15,700 tons 
displacement, 490 feet long, 74 feet broad, 
with adraughtof more than 30 feet, an 
make 16 to !7 knots, They are armed each 
with four 100-toa breech-loading rifles, with 
a broadside battery of seven six-ineh guns 
in one and nine in the other, besides a num- 
ber of lighter guns. The 100-ton guns are 
mounted in a central citadel armored with 
22 inches of steel. They will carry a 2000- 
pound projectile, and will perforate 238 
inches of wrought iron at a distance ot 
1000 yards. 

The Re Umberto, the Sicilia and the Sar- 
degua are of the same general type as the 
Italia. The Re Umberto, launched ip 1558, 
is of 13,289 tons displacement and for ber 
main battery has four 104-ton guns in bar- 
bettes of 19-ipch inclined compound armor. 
The secondary battery is of tweive 6-inch 
guns, six 3-inch guns and ten machine and 
quick-firing guns and torpedo tubes. The 


a waximum speed of eighteen knots. The 
Sicilia aud the Sardegua are of practically 
the same description as the Re Umberto. 
The second rank of Italy’s first-class battie- 
ships consists of the Dandola, Duillo, Rug- 
giero di Sanria, Andrea Doria and Fran- 
cesco Morosini. ‘The Duillo and the Dan- 
dolo have 22-inch armor on the citadel, The 
others have 15-inch plates, They areofa 
little over 10,000 tons displacemert, bave a 
speed of l4to 15 knots and are armed 
with 100-ton guns. Besides these, Italy has 
some of the finest cruisers afloat. ‘The Gio- 
vanpi Bausan is modeled after the cele- 
brated Chilean Esmeraida, but is more 
powerful. She was built in Engiand in 
1885. Sheis 276 feet long, 42 feet broad 
with a draught of 18 feet 6 inches, 3000 tons 
displacement and makes severteen Knots. 
She is armed with two 10-inch breech-load- 
ers forward aud aft and six 6-inch breech- 
loaders on broadside, It will be seen that 
she isa smaller and slower vessel than the 
Charleston, but more heavily armed. 

‘The swiftest cruiser yet built was added 
to the Ltalian fleet 1n 1839—the Piemonte, 
of 500 feet length and 2,500 tons draught. 
She made 20.4 knots mean speed on her 
trial and 22.3 maximum speed. She is 
armed with six rapid-fire 6-inch guns, six of 
4.75-ineh caliber, ten six-pounders and six. 
ene-pounder Hotchkiss guns. She can, by 
her superior make of guns, fire double the 
weight of metal in a given time that could 
be tired by the largest warship afloat. This 
is the type of navy that could be sent against 
us by Italy. The Piemonte could catch or 
run away from any ship we have afloat. 
We have nothing te compare with the Ltalia 
and the four big sistershipsofherclass. The 
three big 10,000-ton battle ships, for which 
contracts were let last fall, might cope on 
even terms with the Italian ships, but they 
have not had their keels laid. The Puritan 
and the Miantonomab might be of some use 
for harbor defense incase New York was 
attacked by a hostile fleet, but they would be 
so far overweighted that they would prob- 
ably be captured in case they were not sunk 


in case three or four of the big ships ap- 


peared before the harbor together. The 
Vesuvius possibly could sink themif she 
got near enough, with her dyvamite guns, 
but she would probably be blown out of the 
water before she got anywhere within her 
firing distance. 

A drawback to the efficiency of these big 
warships is the fact that they are heavily 
overarmed and that they would ba disabled 
by afew rounds of their own fire. The 
Giovanni Bausan, for instance, 750 tons 
smailer than the Charleston, has fore and 
aft ten-inch guns. The Charieston has 
eight-inch guns. The San _ Francisco’s 
largest cun is a six-inch. The Monterey 
was planned to have one sixteen-inch 110- 
ten gun on the forward barbette and a 
twelve-inch aft. This has béen changed to 
two twelve-inch forward and a ten-iuch 
aft, the two forward guns weizhing about 
as much as the one gun that they displace.

It Continues to Swell the Death 
Roll in the East. 

CHICAGO, March 31.—There were 200 
deaths reported at the health office ves- 
terday, grippe, pneumonia and kindred 
diseases the principal causes. It is 
one of the largest records for a single 
day the office has ever received. The 
proportionate number of old people who 
died is unusually large. 

The deaths reported at the health of- 
fice today numbered 165, the larger 
proportion of which were caused by

vated by grip. For the first three duys 
of this week 490 c®rtilicates were 
turned in. A remarkable fact is that 
the city was never more free from con- 
tagious fevers, diphtheria, etc., and 
the terribie mortality is chargeable di- 
rectly to the prevailing influenza epi- 
demic.

INDICTED MAGNATES. 


DEPEW AND OTHERS MUST 
STAND THEIR TRIAL. 


Charged with Being Accessories to 
the Terrible Tunnel Slaughter 
in the City of New 
York.

New York, March 31.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The directors of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railway Company were today indicted 
by the Grand Jury for misdemeanor in 
connection with the fatal collision in 
Fourth avenue tunnel, February 20, 
last, whereby there were six lives lost. 
The names of those indicted are: 
Charles P. Clarke, Wilson G. Hunt, E. 
H. Trobridge, William D. Bishop, Na- 
thaniel Wheeler, Henry C. Robinson, 
Edward M Reed, Joseph Park, Chaun- 
cey M. Depew, Henry 8S. Lee, William 
Rockefeller and Leverett W. Brainard. 
The indictment chargea that the 
corporation committed the offense, 
but the twelve men being directors, 
aided and abetted the corporation. 
Another count says these twelve men 
ran a railroad and heated the cars 
with stoves. Still another count says 
that a certain corporation being a 
steam rond and. these men being direc- 
tors, they permitted trains to be heated 
by stoves. 

As soon as possible the twelve men 
indicted will be arraigned to plead. 
Chauncey M. Depew was admitted to 
bail late this afternoon in the sum of 
$5000. Cornelius Vanderbilt became 
his bondsman. He was the first of the 
indicted directors to furnish bail. The 
remaining eleven are expected to come 
forward in good season and furnish 
security for their appearance at trial. 
Messrs. Matbill and W. D. Bishop, Jr., 
officers ot the road, were also placed 
under bonds to appear as witnesses 
against the directors. 


Ran on a Rock.

The scales were set at 115 
pounds. Neither man tipped the beam 
at that mark and they jumped off so 
that none of those present could ascer- 
tain their exact weight. Sheriff Tap- 
pan was served with an injunction to- 
night from interfering 
with the fight. th men were appar- 
ently in prime condition when they 
entered the ring. 

In the first round the men sparred 
cautiously and exehanged blows 
evenly.

~ Several High Officials Taken Prisoners 
by the Natives. 


Death of Earl Granville—The Pope

CALCUTTA, March $1.—[By Cable 

and Associated Press.) Official dis- 

received by Government offi- 
cers confirm the report given yester- 
day of the massacre of Goorknas at 
Manipur in the province of Assam, 
where about 470 of these native soldiers 
were slain by hostile tribesmen of As- 
sam. The fate of the British officers in 
command of the Goorkbas and of the 
chief commissioner, James W. Quin- 
ton, who was conducting negotiations at 
the durbar for the arrest of a prominent 
chief, who had been instrumental in 
deposing the Rajah of Manipur, is still 
uncertain, but the Viceroy of India, 
Marquis of Lansdowne, believes that 
all the officers and officials have either 
met death or that they are held pris- 
ouers. 

Ia addition to the disaster at Mani- 
pur it is believed a force of British 
troops, composed of a detachment of 
200 soldiers of the Bengal infantry and 
about eighty Goorkhas who were 
marching from Shillong to Manipur, in 
order to reinforce the Forty-second and 
Forty-fourth Light Infantry, which 
composed the escort of Chief Commis- 
sioner Quinton, have also been at- 
tacked and have shared the same fate 
as their comrades at Manipur. The 
Bengalese infantry detachment and 
eighty Goorklhas, it appears, were 
eet upon by Assamese as the na- 
tive troops referred to were pass- 
ing through a difficult and danger- 
ous pass; and though they fought gal- 
lantly against heavy odds, the rebel 
tribesmen, from the advantage of their 
positions on the side of the pass and 
abead and behind the British force, 
poured such a destructive fire into the 
ranks of the Bengalese and Goorkbas 
that the latter are said to have been 
killed to a4 man. v 

The viceroy ia hurrying troops into 
the province of Assam, in order to pun- 
ish the hostiles. Troops are also being 
sent into the States located in proxim- 
ity to Assam in order to pre- 
vent any possible disorder or warlike 
outbreak, which itisthought might 
follow the spreading of the news of 
the masacre of British troops at Mani- 

ur. 
March 81.—Further particu- 
lars are received from the Rajab of 
Manipur whuse deposition by a power- 
ful chieftain of Assam was the cause 
of the present trouble. The insurgents 
captured Chief Commissioner Quinton, 
Mr. Grimwood, the British political
